SENIOR  CLAZS  HfSTORy 


In  the  year  1938j   sixty-five  dumbfounded  passanrers  entered  the 
plane  "Pineville  Hip.h  School".     Our  destination  was  a  hip;h  school 
diploma.    We  realized  this  was  goinr;  to  be  a  long,  hard  trip,  so  we 
settled  down  to  work. 

Miss  Violet  Steinhouse  was  our  Pilot  in  the  first  lap  of  our 
journey.     She  helped  to  ret  our  journey  through  Vnov/ledre  off  a  piood 
start . 

In  the  second  lap  of  our  journey  we  were  divided.     We  now  had 
two  pilots.  Miss  Edmonia  Blakney  and  Mrs.  Haldwin.    Durinr  this  part 
of  our  journey,  a  new  passano-er  came  aboard  our  plane,  Bobby  S-Tiith. 

Durinp;  the  t'^lrd  lap  of  our  journey  we  were  atraln  united  with  I'dss 
Lucielle  Whiteside  as  our  Pilot.     She  fuided  us  hhroufh  the  first 
sta^^es  of  En^-llsh  and  arithnetic. 

We  have  had  p.ood  flyinpf  weather  and  a  pleasant  journey  thus  far. 

Durin/T  the  fourth  lap,  Miss  Nancy  Erwin  was  our  Pilot.     She  f^uld- 
ed  us  tiirourh  our  f  irst  year  of  freo,a:raphy . 

On  our  jovarney  tlirounh  knowlec'^'e  v/e  have  been  learning  sonethinj^ 
new  every  day.     So  it  was  not  unusual  for  Miss  Coleman,  our  Pilot  on 
the  fifth  lap  of  our  journey,   should  Pilot  us  into  our  first  history. 

We  are  now  approaching  the  first  half  of  our  journey  with  Miss 
Helen  Alexander  as  our  Pilot.    This  tlrne,  two  new  passanpers,  Betsy 
Rea  and  Pred,   joined  us.     Our  Pilot,  Miss  Alexander,  must  have  liked 
her  passan^'ers  because  she  again  joined  us  on  the  seventh  lap  of  our 
journey . 

Now  we  'ire  enterinp;  the  eighth  lap.     We  are  wide  awike  now  because 
we  just  lack  one  more  lap  before  entering;  h.ip;h  school.    Miss  Vera 
Nickles  was  our  pilot.    Three  more  passangers  joined  us  this  lap, 
Joanne  Brown,  Alvie  Grace,  and  Bill  Thomas. 

Many  of  our  passanrrers  had  left  our  plane  as  we  entered  hir^h 
school.    We  are  now  on  the  ninth  lap  of  our  journey.     "We  stll],  have 
high  hopes  of  reachinp;  our  destination  as  Miss  Vera  Nickles  was  ara'n 
our  Pilot. 

On  the  tenth  lap  we  were  really  flylnp;  hi-h.     With  Mr.  Flatt  to 
guide  us  T/ere  twenty  passanpers  entering  the  eleventh  lap  of  our 
trip.    We  then  have  five  of  our  oassaniTPrs  on  the  basketball  team. 

The  eleventh  turn  of  our  trip  carried  wjth  it  much  excitement. 
Piloted  by  Miss  fJradye  Patterson,  we  sponsored  a  Junior-Senior  Ban- 
quet.   The  passanf'ers  of  the  plane  gave  a  play  entitled  TOO  MANY  kKL- 
ATIVES    which  proved      r^reat  success.     V»e  were  proud  of  our  basketball 
•".earn  that  year  because  we  went  to  the  finals  in  the  championship.  We 
were  proud  of  two  of  our  passanrrers  esnecially,  Don  Blankenship  and 
Alvie  Grace,  who  v;ere  on  the  All-county  Team  that  year.     One  of  our 
passangers  were  married  during  this  year. 

This  is  the  last  lap  of  our  journey.     Mrs.  Marsh  is  nov/  our  Pilot. 
We  have  lost  one  more  of  our  passanrers,  Tlorman  Davis,  but  have  gained 
Lev/is  Bailes  and  Ray  Klnley.     We  feel  that  this  has  been  the  ;nost  succ- 
essful lap  of  our  trip.    We  have  published  the  school's  first  ann  jI. 
We  are  also  doing  a  lot  of  work  on  the  school  paper,  of  which  Tarrence 
Robertson  is  the  editor. 

Our  Pilot  has  just  informed  us  to  fasten  our  safety  belts,  be- 
cause vjere  safely  landing  our  plane  at  our  destination,  "AHigh  School 
Diploma"  with  17  passanrers  aboard.
